cAYS CONDITIONS 
IN MINING TOWNS 
OF N.S, SHOGKIN 


| Strong Testimony Given Before 
Fuel Commfttee by Mine 
Workers’ Chairman 


Ottawa, May 6—(Canadian Press) 

That sanitary conditions in the 
Nova Scotia mining towns of Sydney 
Mines and Glace Bay were “shocking” 
that infant mortality was excessively 
high and that the general standard 
of living was too low, were points em- 
phasized before the parliamentary 
fuel committee thts morning by Rob- 
ert Baxter, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America. Increases 
of pay did not go into the banks be- 
‘cause it was needed for clothes for 
lthe children, and food.
